MODERN CRASE FOR THRILLS. 


In his presidential address at the annual 
Conference of the ‘Primitive Methodist 
Church at Tunstall, Staffordshire, yester- 
day, the Rev. J. H. Saxton, of Northamp- 
ton, made an eloquent appeal on behalf of 
Methodist union. 

The rank and file of all the Churches, 
he said, must set themselves to be kind, 
courteous and friendly. In countless 
instances it would be found that what 
they imagined were dividing stone walls 
were only lath and plaster. 

Mr. W. H. Hawthorne, the Vice- 
resident, said that, in spite of all the 
improvements, men and women were still 
restless and unsatisfied. Unfortunately, 
speed and thrill were the things which, to 
to a large extent, the modern age cried 
out for. 

Men in middle and later life were not 
altogether free from its influence.

ENCOUNTER.

Mosaboni, India, 
May 18. 

] HE following account of an encounter 
with a leaped, and his final 
despatch, may interest readers in general, 
and readers who may have spent some of 
their days in the Indian jungle in yx 
cular. Yesterday some natives of the 
Karrier, or hill-dweller caste, came to the 
bungalow of myself and my companion, 
and reported that a great big tiger (they 
call all big animals “‘tigers’’) was up In 
the hills and would the sahibs come and 
shoot it? It was then 2 o’clock, with a 
temperature of 117 degrees in the shade, 
and, as our motor car was, unfortunately, 
away, the prospect of walking about four 
miles before starting to find the animal's 

lair did not appeal to us. 

However, just as we were about to send 
the natives away our car turned up. My 
companion, Mr. C. H. Edmonds, our mine 
engineer, took the wheel. I sat next him, 
holding fast to our two guns. On the 
running boards at each side sat two little 
hill men, armed with bows and arrows, 
and at the back three more Jittle hill men, 
similarly armed. My maistry, as inter- 
preter, completed our formidable army of 
conquest, We did about four miles of 
jungle road in fine style, and had then to 
stop and abandon the car simply because 
the road came to an end. On foot, Indian 
file, we went on through the jungle until 
we reached a small water-hole in a nullah 
in the mountain side. Here we rested and 
refreshed ourselves by drinking the water 
from cups fashioned out of leaves. 

Starting off in real quest of the “‘ tiger,’ 
we divided into two parties. Mr. 
Edmonds and most of the men took the 
right up the mountain. I, my maistry, 
and a little Karrier coolie took the left. 
I had scarcely gone one hundred yards 
when, glancing to my right, I saw the 
entrance to a cave, which, till I got level 
with it, was absolutely invisible from 
lower down. From a point about half-way 
up the cave mouth there was a slit in the 
face rock, about three inches wide, and 
extending back to the ground level. 
Instinctively { seemed to smell danger, 
and, with extreme caution, 1 took up a 
position which enabled me to get a fairly 
good view into the cave, and then the two 
ears of not a tiger, but a much more 
dangerous customer—a male _ Bengal 
leopard—just showed themselves above the 
lower edge of the rock slit. Having seen 
that my two boys were safely up trees, I 
selected the only available tree-stump 
which gave me a view into the slit. It 
was poor protection, indeed, against an 
animal that can spring twenty-five feet 
easily, and which I now knew to be a male 
leopard, that for a long time had been 
killing round the district, and was a 
terror to the whole countryside. However, 
it was the best that I could do. 


POISED TO SPRING. 


I now warned Mr. Edmonds and his 
party, and they, in consequence, col- 
tinued up the mountain-side, wheeled, and 
came out directly above the cave at a 
distance of about fifty yards. All being 
ready, I fired at 1andom through the slit 
in the rock face of the cave, Nothing 
happened. I then shifted my aim a few 
incues to the left and fired again. My 
bullet must have found its mark, as quite 
a dense cloud of dust came from the main 
entrance of the cave. When the dust 
cleared I fired again, but this time my 
shot brought no response. Aiter waiting 
some time, Edmonds and I decided to 
make a reconnaissance, and the result of 
that reconnaissance neither of us is ever 
likely to forget. We got directly over the 
main entrance to the cave, just a few feet 
above it. Imagine our feelings when, 
instead of finding a dead animal, we saw 
just below us two great paws protruding 
to the very edge of the cave mouth an 
the auimal himself poised to spring at the 
slightest opportunity. With one spring 
this animal can break a bullock’s neck 
just as if it were a match, throw the 

ullock over his shoulder, and trot miles 
into the jungle with his load. Needless to 
say, we beat a very cautious retreat. Inch 
by inch we went backwards, our rifles 
never for a moment ceasing to cover the 
cave entrance. After what seemed to be 
hours, we both reached our original 
positions, 

Back once more on my old tree-stump, 
I took careful aim at where I judged the 
animal’s, head to be, and fired. The 
heavens*seemed to open. With a roar 
which seemed to shake the forest, and, as 
turned out afterwards, shook every native 
from his perch, the leopard broke his lair. 
With oné huge spring up the cliff, he made 
straight-for our fleeing native contingent. 
Fortunafely, he had to make a second side- 
spring to get at them. As he set for bis 
man, I ffred twice in rapid succession, and 
apparently both my bullets found their 
mark, ag his spring fell short, but not 
short enough to prevent hin from in- 
flicting a nasty wound, about four inches 
long, but not very deep, just over the 
man’s héart. Undaunted, he made a 
spring at another native. In making 
this sprig he exposed his whole side to 
me. This time he did not miss his mark, 
or I mine. He seized the native by the 
forearm, only to let go without getting his 
bite through, as my bullet had sped 
through his left ear, shattering his brain. 
On inspection, we found that he had lei! 
the mark of five teeth on the native’s fore- 
arm, every mark being about a quarter o! 
an inch deep. With one fierce, c\ing 
spring, he succeeded in slightly Fia 
two more of our native contingent, an 
then passed out. 


THE KILL, 


Mr. Edmonds was, unfortunately, placed 
in a rotten position. When the rock 
ledges were not covering the leopard from 
his view, his aim was spoiled by the 
natives running madly here and there 
along the top of the rocks directly in his 
line of sight. He succeeded only in 
etting in one flying shot. In all, the 
eopard had succeeded in wounding four 
of our small force, and our first care was 
to render them first aid. 

This done, we inspected our kill. He 
was a male Bengal leopard, most beauti- 
fully marked, and measuring six feet 
eleven inches from tip to tip. Out of the 
seven shots I had fired six had taken 
effect, all in the head. This was 
fortunate, as it leaves the beautiful skin 
without a mark. One bullet had found its 
mark between his eyes, and the 
bullet w saved the native s life had 
entered through the left ear-hole. When 
the inspection was over I certainly felt 
proud of my ship, and the 
natives, in their own quaint way, were not 
slow to show their appreciation. ine 
tied the legs er we slung the anima 
on poles, and, with native songs, we 
proudly marched back to our motor car.

SHAW COMEDY AT THE 


GAIETY THEATRE. 


“It’s the trifles that wreck happiness,” 
Mr. Bohun, K.C., says in “ You Never Can 
Tell,”’ which was revived last night at the 
Gaiety Theatre by the Macdona Players. 
This “' trifle ’’ from the Shaw workshop would 
cause laughter in the melancholic section of 
any highbrow institution. ‘‘So much the 
worse for wisdom,” William, the waiter, says 
to the suggestion that ‘‘all matches are un- 
wise; all marriages unwise; it is unwise to 
be born; unwise to live; unwise to die.’’ 

The wonder is that the really human William 
Bohun, who had the “impetuous” great 
K.C. for a son, should be known in the 
neighbourhood of the Marine Hotel as 
heir, jalter.”” He is one of the wise 
fools which begin their reign in the days of 
Shakespeare. 

“You Never Can Tell,’’ however, is not all 
William. There is Gloria Clandon and 
Valentine, the “five-shilling dentist ’’; there 
is Mrs. Clandon, very advanced, and her 
husband; Mr. Crampton, who was so conven- 
tional as to have a sister named Seraphina.

“The Tivoli’’ has been so long disued as 
a theatre that probably only a few people 
will take any notice of the announcement 
that it has been sold to the Irish Press, 
Ltd., for use as premises for the pro- 
duction of the new Fianna Fail newspaper. 
Yet in the years before the war the Tivoli 
was one of the most popular of Dublin’s 
places ‘of entertainment. Probably 
nothing demonstrates so spectacularly the 
encroachments of the cinema in the enter- 
tainment field as the gradual diminution 
in the number of theatres and music halls 
in Dublin. Slowly, but very surely, the 
number either decreases, or such changes 
are made that the theatre is no longer 

isable. 

The Queen’s Theatre, for instance, was 

once the home of thrilling melodrama; it 
is now given over to a mixed programme 
of variety, revue, drama and “ pictures.” 
The old Empire, now the Olympia, seems 
to have given over its stage mainly to 
revue of the burlesque kind, with 
“ pictures ” as a week-end attraction. The 
Coliseum, which lagted only a few months, 
and perished in the destruction of the 
Post Office area in 1916, has never been 
replaced. The title ‘‘Opera House’’ on 
the facade of the Capitol has never been 
acted upon, and probably never will be. 
It is now rumoured that the Gaiety itself, 
home of musical comedy for so many years, 
will be given over to “talkies’’ for at 
least a month this year. 
The Tivoli would have made an ideal 
home for the more popular plays of the 
Abbey, or it might even have become the 
permanent home of a new repertory com- 
pany in the city. With its sale to the 
Irish Press, Ltd., all hope of using it as 
a theatre again vanishes.

Free State Pavilion Designer. 


Professor Albert Edward Richardson, 
F.S.A., F.R.1.B.A., who has designed the 
handsome pavilion in the Irish Free State 
Section at the North-East Coast Exhibi- 
tion at Newcastle, which has been opened 
this week, has been Professor of Archi- 
tecture at London University since 1919. 

Professor Richardson, whose wife is the 
daughter of Mr. John Byers, of Newry, 
County Down, is now in his fiftieth year. 
He occupies a prominent position in the 
architectural world, and since 1912 has 
been architect to the Prince of Wales for 
the Duchy of Cornwall estates, in the 
West of England. 

He is also hon. adviser to the Bedford- 
shire churches, and has been designer or 
joint designer of many public buildings, 
including the College Hall at the Univer- 
sity of London. 

Professor Richardson has written 
several valuable books on different aspects 
of architecture, including ‘‘ London 
Houses,’’ ‘‘ Monumental Architecture,”’ 
“The Story of the English Inn,” and 
“The Smaller English House.” His 
travels have enabled him to make many 
interesting studies of widely different 
forms of modern architecture, and he is 
an accepted authority on the architecture 
of the City of Dublin. 


The Liffey as a Canal. 


The proposal for a floating ballroom on 
the Liffey daring Civic Week reminds me 
(writes a correspondent) of the suggestion 
made many years ago that the river should 
be canalised. The intention was that two 
locks should be constructed, one at Kings- 
bridge and the other in the vicinity of the 
present Butt Bridge. Of course, the 
advantages of canalisation are obvious; 
an even depth of water could be main- 
tained so that river craft could pass up 
and down at any time instead of being 
dependent on the tides as at present. All 
the stout traffic to the port of Dublin 
could then be sent by water, thus relieving 
to a large extent the congestion on the 
quays. e should be spared the sight, 
and, perhaps, the smell, of those un- 
pleasant vistas of green slime which are 
now revealed at low tide. 

It would add atly to the amenities 
of the city if this project could be realised. 
but the engineering difficulties in front 
of it are immense. The river would have 
to be thoroughly dredged, and even when 
this was done there would remain the 
problem of tributaries, such as the Poddle. 
Nevertheless, I should not be surprised to 
see this ancient scheme brought to the 
front again, since we live in an age of 
engineering achievement. 


Sundials. 


Have people who are fortunate enough to 
possess that rather uncommon thing, a 
sundial, all altered its position to fit in 
with the requirements of summer time,

Change at the Abbey. 


In the most casual manner imaginable 
the directors of the Abbey Theatre have 
made .a change in their programme 
arrangements which will have very im- 
portant effects upon dramatic work in 
Tbublin. Passing the theatre the other 
evening I glanced at the poster displayed 
outside the Marlborough street entrance, 
noting that the theatre would re-open on 
the 2nd of July. From this my attention 
was drawn by a couple of lines in heavy 
type just immediately above which 
announced: “In future the Abbey 
Theatre will begin its programme on 
Tuesday evenings and continue to the 
following Sunday. There will be no 
performances on Monday evenings.”’ 

This change will make it impossible 
for the many companies of amateurs, and 
mixtures of amateurs and professionals, 
which have been in the habit of using 
the Abbey Theatre on Sunday evenings 
for many years past to obtain the use of 
the theatre on that evening in future. 
Chief among these ages organisa- 
tions is, or was, the Dublin ban 
League, and this change probably will 
mean the termination of that excellent 
institution. The many other companies 
will be equally inconvenienced; they 
must seek a home elsewhere. The Gaelic 
Drama League may, likewise, be incon- 
venienced; but probably arrangements 
have been made to facilitate that 
subsidised organisation. 

The various amateur companies may be 
driven to the little Peacock Theatre, in 
which the Dublin Gate Theatre Studio has 
been doing excellent work for the past year. 
The change now announced, does some- 
thing to bring into effect the programme 
announced by Mr. Lennox Robinson in 
his lecture at the Rathmines Town Hall 
a few years ago. But it will be dis- 
turbing.

Trim. 


There are very few towns in Ireland 
without significance of their own in respect 
to ancient and historical recollects, and 
Trim, in County Meath, always must be 
particularly memorable for its interesting 
associations. As far back as the Middle 
Ages it was famed for its church, which 
contained an image of the Virgin at 
which, it is said, many miracles were per- 
formed. 

St. Patrick is said to have founded an 
Abbey in Trim, parts of which still can 
be traced. On this spot the magnificent 
Yellow Tower now stands: it is over 125 
in height. King John’s Castle, built in 
the twelfth century by Hugh de Lacy, first 
Lord Patine of Meath, who was a master 
craftsman at Castle building. The Castle 
of Trim is considered to be the finest 
specimen of Anglo-Norman Architecture 
in Ireland; it now exists in only ruins, 
but so lately as 1688 it was garrisoned, and 
it is said to have withstood many sieges. 

The people of Trim strongly maintain 
that the Duke of Wellington was born in 
their town and they erected a statue in 
his honouron Fair Green in 1817. Many 
dispute the place of his birth ; some declare 
he was born in Merrion row, Dublin. 
However, there is no doubt that the victor 
of Waterloo spent many years of his early 
life at Dangan Castle, a few miles from 
Trim. 


Dr. Robert Bridges, O.M.

spector—Mr. J. Murray—early last year, 
were handed over to the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, which tested the invention and 
finally passed it as successful. A section 
was then inserted in the Roads Improve- 
ment Act, which enabled local authorities 
to spend a reasonable sum in providing 
| and maintaining direction posts and like 
signs. Taking this opportunity, the Bel- 
fast Corporation had the safety mirrors 
made, and six of them have been erected 
in the suburbs of the city already. 

The mirrors are focussed in such a 
manner that the driver of a car may see 
without any inconvenience the approach of 
another vehicle at right angles from a 
distance of a hundred yards or so. 

It is to be hoped that this “ safety 
first ’’ oy te which is only just start- 
ing, will develop quickly, so that it may 
not be long until every dangerous corner 
in the country is equipped with a traffic 
safety mirror.

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QUESTIONS IN THE Daly

In Dail Eireann yesterday, in reply to Ve

A supplementary list of books 
ay proved for use in national schools was at 
present in preparation. Managers and 
teachers were free to choose the books for 
use in schools from the sanctioned list. 


DONEGAL HOMESPUNS.

Mr. HOGAN, the Minister for Agriculture,

TILTED SCALES. 


Mr. LAW (Government, Donegal) said that 
he felt that the scales were unduly weighted 
in favour of the Revenue Commissionei's, as 
against the taxpayer. Referring to what he 
deseribed as the extraordinary obscurity that 
involved Complexity of the Free State income 
‘tax laws, he expressed the hope that before 
the introdiiction of another finance Act a de- 
termined effort would be made to evolve an 
income tax code of our own, which it would 
be paneer es the ordinary person to under- 
stand.

THEORETICAL “ PATRIOTS.” 
We hear a lot about patriotism in these 
debates, Some of their speeches we have 
heard suggest the reflection: ‘* Patriotism, 
what crimes are committed in thy name.” It 
is very difficult really to repress a cYnical 
smile when you hear people getting absolutely 
excited over this bill and over matters of the 
the kind, who cannot speak a word of the 
Irish language and who have shown no in- 
tention of ever learning it. 
It is even worse when you hear people 
making strong speeches who admit that they 
have tried to learn it and who have failed. 
The only explanation they have given for 
that is that they were Over forty years of age 
when they started to learn the language. Some 
of the best things in liie are learned after a 
person has passed the age of forty years. 
Tt is even worse—to me, at all events, as 
a married man—when you hear a bunch of 
crusty old bachelors telling patents how they 
are to rear and educate their children. I 
suggest that practically every bachelor in the 
House has supported the idea of making the 
age fourteen as against ten. I suggest that 
i B8 matter oÍ good taste the bachelor 
members. of the House should stand aside 
while the question of the education of children 
and what is wood for the children of the 
future is being decided. . 
The people who have children to rear and 
educate realise what that responsibility 
means. It is very easy to be patriotic at the 
expense, of another person’s children. It 
reminds me of the armchair warrior who 
in war times Yaga of: fighting to the last 
drop of somebody else’s blood. 

PARENTS ONLY. - 

The parent who has a responsibility to his 
children has to face the task of educating 
thetn. of: finding. positions for them in life, 
and ‘équipping them fpr the battle of life. in 
the future. .He-is more disposed to step 
cautiously in these matters than the person 
who hus mo responsibilities. The same appies 
to the person who is a parent but has his 
children feáred.

I do not know what the House will do with 
regard to this bill.

Mr. Hugh Gibson, the 
United States representative at the recent 
meeting of the Preparatory Commission 
on Disarmament in Paris, gave a totally 
new aspect to the problem when he 
demanded that negotiations should 
proceed on the assutnption that the 
nations proposed to remain friends, and 
that. they regarded armaments as a 
grievous ‘incubus. His attitude “imme- 
diately raised the whole controversy above 
the Jeve] of a wrangle over the ‘size of that 
gun and the range of this. Mr. Gibson, 
who afterwards was supported by 
President Hoover, suggested a complete 
reversal] of the. process which up to that 
point had heen adopted. Let the nations 
first agree to get rid of their armaments, 
he said in effect, and then the experts no 
longer need chaffer over tonnage and the

NEW MOVE TO FIGHT THE 


SCOURGE. 


Another- important: move forward in the 
ceaseless war waged by science against the 
malaria scourge is recorded in the annua! 
report of the Ross Institute and Hospital 
for Tropical Diseases, Putney Heath, 
London, issued to-day.

IMPERIAL CONTRIBUTORS. 

“Our responsibility for the payment of a 
contribution towards the cost of Imperial 
Services has for some years past aroused a 
certain amount of discussion in this House. 

“It is well known that originally the con- 
tribution was fixed at no less than £7,920,000 

r annum. The White Pa which were 
issued to explain the financtal provisions of 
the Government of Ireland Act, 1920, pur- 
ported to show that Northern Ireland would, 
after paying that contribution and after meet- 
ing the cost of all services still have available 
substantial margins for development generally. 

“This promised well, but before six months 
had passed it was too clear that these rosy 
anticipations would not be realised, and, 
following a long series of discussions, the 
Colwyn Committee was appointed to report 
on the matter. i 

“Since 1920, when the financial basis of the 
Government oí Ireland Act was determined, 
there have been many changes in reserved 
taxation—that is to say, changes made by the 
Imperial Government, itselí. : 

“On the expenditure side, the last eight 
years have witnessed the introduction of new 
social services; the extension of existing 
ones; the assumption by the State of heavy 
burdens in respect of rates; and many other 
forms of increased activity in what are termed 
local services. As a federal unit of the 
United Kingdom, we claimed to be allowed 
equal standards—a claim that was admitted 
by the Colwyn Committee. 

£600,000. 

“And so, last year the amount provision- 
ally paid as contribution was just over 
£1,100,000. Its final amount cannot be 
ascertained until the detailed accounts for the 
year havé been issued. Since then, further 
concessions have been made in reserved 
taxation, by the removal of the tea duty, for 
example, and heavy additional local expendi- 
ture has been undertaken in Great Britain 
We would accordingly expect our contribu- 
tion for the current year to be in the region 
of £600,000, and that is the figure which has 
provisionally been agreed with the Treasury 
and confirnied by the Joint Exchequer Board.

A CONCESSION, 


In February, 1924, bacon-curers met the 
railway company, and, as a result of the in- 
terview, a concession of 10s. per ton was 
granted.

This rate 
applied during the years 1924, 1925, 1926 
and 1927, until the advertised increase in 
1928, when the Cork and Waterford rates 
were nominally increased 10 per cent., while 
the Limerick rates were nominally only in- 
creased by ó per cent., thus bringing the 
Limerick rates of 1928 nearer to Cork and 
Waterford.

The access to and from Limerick from 
across Channel was not as easy or cheap as 
to Cork and Waterford; it was all a 
geographical matter—Cork and Waterford 
being much more favourably situated than 
Limerick. His position was to assure the 
Limerick people as strongly as he could that 
there was a preference to Cork and Water- 
ford, but that they were entitled to have that 
preference, and that if the Cork and Water- 
ford rates were raised, Limerick would not 
benefit by it, but the traffic would cease 
going by rail and would go by sea.
